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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: feeding cylinder, 20, is mentioned on page 2, line 36. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

2. The claim is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim 
language is missing several modifiers, such as "a" before "common pressure cylinder" 
on line 2 and "a" before "printing unit" on line 3. These and other similar words would 
make the claim language more readily understandable. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 5,333,545 to Ganter et al. 

Ganter et al. teaches a satellite type printing press wherein a part of the side 
frames, 1 , corresponding to the circumference of a common pressure cylinder, 4, is cut 
out to form a common installing portion and a printing unit, 21, can be installed into the 
common installing portion. See column 4, lines 53-58 and Figure 2 in particular. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent No. 5.794,531 to Keller, U.S. Patent No. 6,101,939 to 
Giori et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,510,795 to Detmers et al. and U.S. Patent No. 6,698,350 
to Iwamloto each teach a printing press having obvious similarities to the claimed 
subject matter.
